How, the "millionaire hobo," and did 
not hear the New Y orker’s testimony. 
"F o r three m onths 
in 
our 
large 
cities,” W agner told the com m ittee in­ 
side, "our bread line* have stretched 
for blocks and our 
lodging 
houses 
have been crowded. 
In 
some 
com­ 
m unities barges have been Axed up 
to enable the unem ployed to sleep. 
There are many, m any m en without 
m eans and without an y th in g to eat." 
W agner spoke in favor of three bills 
he ha* introduced. 
One calls for setting up a bureau 
of unem ploym ent in the departm ent 
of labor statistics to g a th e r correct 
and 
tim ely inform ation 
concerning 
em ploym ent conditions.

authorizes $4,000,000 to create a co-op­ 
erative 
federal em ploym ent 
bureau 
and the third authorizes $150,000,000 
for prom otion of a long tim e system 
of public w orks to g u ara n tee steady 
em ploym ent in governm ent building 
operation.

here about 850 representatives of the 
unem ployed from all

H e said the labor d e p a rtm e n t reports 
for a week last Septem ber showed the 
payroll of one-third of the factories of 
the country am ounted to 
$98,635,000 
while a week In Ja n u ary showed $82,- 
000,000, a drop of more th a n $16,000,-

For all the factories therefore he 
estim ated it would m ean a dim inution 
of $200,000,000 in payrolls. 
W ag n er explained he accepted the 
prediction of President H oover that

W ashington, March 18. — Reduce 
wheat and cotton acreage, 
plant 
a 
home garden, and have a larger farm 
Income is the advice the agriculture 
department and federal farm board la 
broadcasting to farmers. 
“Why raise five bushels 
of 
wheat 
when you can get more 
money 
for 
four bushels?” asks Chairman Legge 
of the farm board. 
For the wheat area Legge suggests 
land be put In flax, which Is Imported 
In considerable quantity, or be left ta 
pasture so It will be fertile for later 
use. 
"Wheat acreage should be reduced 
IO per cent, at least,” Legge said. "This 
means 40.000,000 seres this ysar 
In­ 
stead of 00,000,000. 
Cotton 
acreage 
should be reduced from 48,000,000 to 
40,000,000. 
These are minimum cuts.” 
Legge said one of the greatest w hsat 
problems confronting th* board w as 
storage. 
He said federal agents ware 
studying m ethods for storing w inter 
wheat which starts to harvest about 
the middle of June. 
"We must have storage facilities,” 
Legge emphasised. 
"If farmers would 
build more storage barns thsy would 
find It cheaper than storing at ter­ 
m inals and they would get a lower 
insurance rate.” 
Legge intimated the 
board 
w heat 
holdings were becoming so large that 
It might be essential later 
to 
send 
agents abroad to create a market for 
the product. 


ERASTUS FINN, 95, 
MADE IMMORTAL 
BY TWAIN, DIES 


Beattie, Wash., March Ii.— 
The 
last of the old gang made Immortal 
by Samuel Clemens is dead. 
Erastus Finn, 90, died here Monday. 
He was with Tom Sawyer, Mark Twain 
and "Huck" Finn when they fished 
and played together In Hannibal, Mo. 
The old man, who lost a leg In the 
battle of Chickamauga, died of pneu­ 
monia.

WE hear much al>out the cases in which bootleggers and moon­ 
shiners are killed by federal officers. The press that does not fa­ 
vor the 18th amendment is explicit in details. 
It is true that persons have been killed by prohibition en 
forcement officers. 
In one year, 1925, 27 met death in this way. 
In 1929 there were six and the number lins constantly declined. 
But in only six of these cases were revenue officials found to 
be at fault. 
In 28 cases in which there was trial tho .jury ac­ 
quitted the official. In the totul of 151 cases of people killed since 
the prohibition act was established In 1920. the agent acted in 
self defense in 92 cases, and in 45 instances the killing took place 
to prevent escape of a criminal. 
Now for the other side of the case. 
Since prohibition was 
effective, (ll agents of the government have been killed by those 
whom they sought to apprehend. 
Some were shot down delib­ 
erately and in cold blood. 
Others were killed when struggle for 
arrest ensued.

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Good Roads in Florida 


V. E. Lawson, editor of the Willmar Tribune, who is taking 
a southern motor trip, has some interesting comment on highway 
methods in Dixie. 
In a recent letter written to his paper one 
finds these paragraphs: 
“Florida has no highway commissioner with deciding power 
Upon road matters, and it has no constitutional amendment which 
definitely fixes the routes of the State Highway system, as we 
haVe in Minnesota. 
The Highway Board met the other day at 
Jacksonville to consider the $10,000,000 budget for 1930 as pre­ 
pared by the Highway Department, and there were three hun­ 
dred present from all parts of the state to plead for county roads, 
sectional roads and connecting roads. The delegations from each 
county are heard in alphabetical order. 
And as may well be 
imagined it was not the most harmonious meeting ever held. 
“Florida has issued a lot of bonds and has built a lot of good 
highway to bind together the different sections of the state, often 
through long undeveloped distances. But one sighs for the good 
old marking systems of the North. In the cities the markings of 
the routes are few and far between leaving the motorist in a state 
of doubt and making necessary a stopping for information at fre­ 
quent intervals. The signboards are of the old kind that we have 
op some of our town roads, making it necessary to come to a full 
stop in order to get the right angle of vision to be able to read 
them. 
Distances are infrequently given. 
There are no signs 
giving name of place one is coming to, or the names of rivers and 
institutions one is passing. 
Minnesota has a good system, the 
names of towns and distances being placed upon the largest and 
most conspicuous signboards we have seen.”

More Fuds on Killings 


We hear much about the cases iii which bootleggers and moon­ 
shiners are killed by federal officers. The press that does not fa­ 
vor the 18th amendment is explicit in details. 
It is true that persons have been killed by prohibition en­ 
forcement officers. In otie year, 1925, 27 met death in this way. 
In 1929 there were six and the number has constantly declined. 
But in only six of these cases were revenue officials found to 
be at fault. In 38 cases in which there was trial the jury ac­ 
quitted the official. In the total of 151 cases of people killed since 
the prohibition act was established in 1920, the agent acted in 
self defense in 92 cases, and in 45 instances the killing took place 
to prevent escape of a criminal. 
Now for the other side of the case. 
Since prohibition was 
effective, 61 agents of the government have been killed by those 
whom they sought to apprehend. 
Some were shot down delib­ 
erately and in cold Mood. Others were killed when struggle for 
arrest ensued. 
That more people have not been killed in the enforcement of 
the law' is the most remarkable feature. 
Doubtless some of the 
number of agents killed would be alive today if they had not pos­ 
sessed an undue regard, under the circumstances, of the lives of 
those who were about to be arrested. 
When you read the lurid stories of people killed in the viola­ 
tion of law', think of 61 agents of the government dead in their 
attempt to uphold the power of the constitution and the laws of 
the land.—Grand Rapids Herald-Review.
